FOREIGN BANKS ARE AFFECTED 


Call for $10,000,000 Government W ith 
drawala Does Not Create a Rip­ 
ple on the Surface. 


New York, Jan. 27.— The feature 
of the financial situation last week 
was the continued rush of funds 
hack into reserve deposits. The re­ 
turning flood of money to reserves 
was perceptible in the foreign money 
renters as well as here, and was ef­ 
fective in forcing down the official 
discount rates of the Bank of Eng­ 
land, the Bank of Prance and the 
Imperial Bank of Germany, and the 
open rates in all markets. 
Notwith­ 
standing this decline in the attrac­ 
tion for money abroad, the price has 
risen strongly toward the rate at 
which exports of gold would he prof­ 
itable. 
The growing reduction of 
our own money market rate has been 
responsible for this action.

down to almost nominal figures and 
reducing the interest rates on time 
loans to figures lower than were en­ 
joyed at any time last year.

C. Palmer, a well known Texas 
wool buyer, says San Angelo Stand­ 
ard, with headquarters in this city, 
has always advocated a small flock 
of sheep on every farm. 
Discussing 
this subject recently he said: “It 
would be a great thing for this sec­ 
tion of the country if every farmer 
owned a flock of sheep. 
I buy a 
great deal of wool at points where 
there are no ranches near, the pro­ 
duce being grown by farmers who 
keep small flocks. 
I have been oft­ 
en told bv such farmers that it costs 
practically nothing to keep sheep on 
a farm. 
They require very little 
feed, they eat the weeds in the fields 
and at the same time they enrich 
the land. 
I find that the owners of 
small flocks, as a rule, keep a bet­ 
ter grade of sheep, and the animals 
are healthier than are those of the 
large ranchmen, the wools from the 
farms always classing higher than 
ranch wools.”

Supposing a man buys in the expec­ 
tation that he will be able to sell the 
pig Iron at a higher price thau is ruling, 
he buya warrants according to his 
means, and he has a month for things 
to mature. Should the price of pig go 
up during the month he Is able to sel! 
his bargain to another man, and he 
pockets the difference, although he 
has never laid down any money in real 
coin. 
Should things go wrong with him 
and prices go down, then he is obliged 
to pay the difference between the price 
at which he bought the pig and the 
price at which he is able to sell it. and 
so he sustains a loss.—London An­ 
swers.

The re­ 
turning flood of money to reserves 
was perceptible in the foreign money 
centers as well as here, and was ef­ 
fective in forcing down the official 
discount rates of the Bank of Eng­ 
land, the Bank of France and the 
Imperial Bank of Germany, and the 
open rates in all markets. 
Notwith­ 
standing this decline in Hie attrac­ 
tion for money abroad, the price has 
risen strongly toward the rate at 
which exports of gold would be prof­ 
itable. 
The growing reduction of 
our own money market rate has been 
responsible for this action. 
Sup­ 
plies have pressed upon the New 
York loan market with Increasing 
urgency, carrying the call loan rate 
down to almost nominal figures and 
reducing the interest rates on time 
loans to figures lower than were en­ 
joyed at any time last year. 
The 
remaining issue of New York clear­ 
ing house loan certificates has as a 
consequence been going into rapid 
retirement. 
ddie rapid easing of the money 
market has not been affected by the 
notice of withdrawal of $10,000,000 
of Government deposits from New 
York banks, partly because of the 
large current deficit in the Govern­ 
ment revenues, but also by reason 
of the accumulation of bonds being 
more rapid than the demand to take 
them up. 
This is made manifest by 
the heavy tide of bank notes going 
out of tile circulation of the coun­ 
try', reflected iii the redemption o 
these issues at the United State 
Treasury, and by the growing move­ 
ment on the part of the hanks to 
retire them by means of deposit o 
lawful money with the 'United State 
Treasury. 


N ew Y ork a Storm Center W ith Zero 
Weather. 
New York, Jan. 25.— New York 
is digging itself out of a foot of 
snow so evenly divided that while 
exposed and unfrequented spots like 
Coney Island were blown bare, the 
thoroughfares of the millions were 
left piled high with drifts that im­ 
pede the progress of man and beast 
and in the more open sections have 
tied up street car and vehicle traf­ 
fic. 
The snow storm which crept into 
the town slowly Thursday night and 
continued until past noon yesterday 
was the first of importance of the 
season. Much suffering has been oc­ 
casioned, there has been the usual 
toll of death exacted, and the mone­ 
tary damage must be estimated by 
he tons of thousands of dollars. 
Mercifully the snow was accompan­ 
ied by moderate temperature, and in 
its early stage it was welcomed by 
lie honest part of the 35,000 unem­ 
ployed men in the city. 
All who 
sought employment found it read­ 
ily and at good wages. 
Even with 
all who would work employed, the 
streets in the outlying sections could 
not be kept clear, however, and many 
houseowner who had waded home 
after a day iii the office was obliged 
to spend the evening in a more or 
less futile effort to comply with the 
sidewalk cleaning ordinance. 
Probably the most poignant dis­ 
tress was experienced by tho several 
thousand tramps who, having rid­ 
den into town with tile hard times 
and who have since enjoyed the city's 
bounty, awoke to find themselves 
confronted 
with an unmistakable 
opportunity to work. 
Some rose to 
the occasion, and others shifted their 
lodgings.

bales. That means at the lowest cal­ 
culations 
from 
$200,000,000 
to 
$250,000,000 — a stupendous sum 
in itself. 
Our ranches and stock farms, con­ 
taining all told some 12,000,000 
head of cattle, are the source of 
much annual revenue, while our vast 
areas of grain fields contribute lav­ 
ishly to the general prosperity. Last 
year the corn production reached ap­ 
proximately 160,000,000 bushels, and 
had the yield been good, it would 
have reached the total of 200,000,- 
000 bushels. 
The area of fruit and vegetable 
production is annually increasing, 
and a good year will bring in rn any 
millions from these sources. 
Then 
come our forests with their tremens 
dons total of wealth and hundreds 
and thousands of smaller industries 
employing thousands and adding ma­ 
terially to the volume of business. 
With favoring conditions, Texas 
ought to have products this year 
reaching in the aggregate a value 
of more than $500,000,000, and 
there is no reason at this time to 
anticipate any other result. 
Why, then, should there be any 
misgivings in this State about 1908, 
or why should men sit still and com­ 
p lin of hard times?

That fact can not 
be ignored, and it means a volume 
of business, greater than we have ev­ 
er enjoyed before. 
Let the Texas banks keep their 
money in Texas and out of Wall 
Street. A decade of husbanding our 
own resources and Texas will have 
capital of her own to finance her 
great affairs. 


G R E A T W O R K F O R T E X A S . 


The Sea Being 
Practically 
Moved 
Fifty M iles inland. 
One of the most remarkable com­ 
mercial developments of the South 
is now in progress in in Texas, where 
the United States Government is en­ 
gaged, at an estimated cost of $4,- 
000,000 in canalizing the arm of the 
Gulf of Mexico on which the city 
of Houston is situated. 
When the 
work is completed vessels drawing 
twenty-five feet of water will be able ! 
to go through the gulf under their 
own steam to the wharves of Hous­ 
ton, fifty miles inland. 
Six of the 
great railway systems of the Unit­ 
ed States now have terminals on this 
ship canal. 
A channel eighteen and 
a half feet lias already been obtained 
at a cost of less than $2,000,000. 
The work which has been under­ 
taken is similar to that which they 
Germans accomplished in connecting 
the city of Bremen, also fifty miles I 
inland, with the port of Bremer- 
h a von on tile North Sea. 
The cost 
of the German improvement, which 
required ten years’ work, was $7,- 
000,000. 
Among the advantages 
which it is expected will accrue to 
Houston as a result of this improve- | 
ment is the establishment of cot­ 
ton manufacturing plants, which the 
promixity of enormous deposits of 
brown coal will make possible, since 
the fuel can be laid down in Hous­ 
ton at $1.65 per ton. 
Texas last 
year produced more than 4,000,000 
bales of cotton, nearly one-third of 
the entire crop of the United States, 
of which Houston Handled 2,679,.- 


422 bales, or more than was manu^ 
factured in New England during 
that time. 
Enthusiastic citizens oi 
the city, which now has a popula­ 
tion of 80,000, forsee as a result of 
the completion of .this canal a vast 
extension of Houston's commerce 
and general economic importance. 
Doubtless other towns will find here 
an incentive to improve their water­ 
ways.— Leslic’s Weekly.‘

I find that the owners of 
small flocks, as a rule, keep a bet­ 
ter grade of sheep, and the animals 
are healthier than are those of the 
large ranchmen, the wools from the 
I arms always classing higher than 
ranch wools.”

Commissioner Smith vs. "rte Standard 0 


From the Railway World, January J, igoS. 


Mr. H erbert Knox Smith, whose zeal in the 
cause of economic reform has been in no wise 
abated by the panic which he and his kind did 
so much to bring on, is out with an answ er to 
President Moffett, of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Indiana. T he publication of this an ­ 
swer, it is officially given out, was delayed sev­ 
eral weeks, “for business reasons,” because it 
was not deemed advisable to further excite 
the public mind, which -was profoundly dis­ 
turbed by the crisis. Now' th a t the 
storm 
clouds have rolled by, however, the Commis­ 
sioner rushes again into the fray. 
Our readers rem em ber th a t the chief points 
in the defence of the Standard Oil Company, as 
presented by President Moffett, were (I) th a t 
the date of six cents on oil from W hiting to 
E ast St. Louis has been issued to the Standard 
Oil Company as the lawful rate by employes 
of the Alton, (2) th a t the 18-cent rate on file 
■with the Interstate Commerce Commission was 
a class and not a commodity rate, never being 
intended to apply to oil, (3) th a t oil 
was 
shipped in large quantities between W hiting 
and E a st St. Louis over the Chicago & E a st­ 
ern Illinois at 6% cents per hundred pounds, 
w hich has been filed with the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission as th e lawful rate, and (4) 
th a t the 18-cent rate on oil was entirely out of 
proportion to lawful rates on other commodi­ 
ties between these points of a sim ilar char­ 
acter, and of greater value, such, for example, 
as linseed oil, the lawful rate on which was 
eight cents. President Moffett also stated th a t 
thousands of tons of freight had been sent by 
other shippers between these points under 
substantially the same conditions as governed 
the shipm ents of the Standard Oil Company. 
This defence of the Standard Oil Company 
was widely .quoted and has undoubtedly exert­ 
ed a powerful influence upon the public mind. 
N aturally 
the 
Adm inistration, which 
has 
staked the success of its campaign against 
the “tru sts” upon the result cf its attack upon 
this company, endeavors to offset this influ­ 
ence, and hence the new deliverance of Com­ 
m issioner Smith. 


W e need hardly to point out th at his reb u t­ 
tal argum ent is extrem ely weak, although as 
strong, no doubt, as the circum stances would 
w arrant. Ile answ ers the points made by P resi­ 
dent Moffett substantially as follows: (I) T he 
Standard Oil Company had a traffic departm ent, 
and should have known th a t the six-cent rate 
had not been filed, (2) no answer, (3) the Chi­ 
cago & E astern Illinois ra te was a secret rate 
because it read, not from W hiting, but from 
Dolton, which is described as “a village of 
about 1,500 population just outside of Chicago. 
Its only claim to note is th a t it has been for 
many years the point of origin for this and 
sim ilar secret rates.” 
T he Commissioner ad­ 
m its in describing this ra te th at there was a 
note attached stating th a t the rate could also 
be used from W hiting. 
The press has quite generally hailed this 
statem en t of the Commissioner of Corpora­ 
tions as a conclusive refutation of w hat is evi­ 
dently recognized as the strongest rebuttal 
argum ent advanced by the Standard. 
In fact, it is as weak and inconclusive as the 
rem ainder of his argum ent. The lines of the 
Chicago & E astern Illinois do not run into 


Chicago. They term inate at Dolton, from which 
point entrance is m ade over the Belt Line. 
W hiting, w here the oil freight originates, is not 
on the lines of the Chicago & E astern Illinois, 
which receives its W hiting freight from the 
Belt Line at Dolton. T he form er practice, now 
discontinued, in filing tariffs was to m ake 
them read from a point on the line of the fil­ 
ing road, and it was also general to state on 
the sam e sheet, th a t the tariff would apply to 
other points, e. g., Whiting. T he Chicago & 
E astern Illinois followed this practice in filing 
its rate from Dolton, and m aking a note on 
the sheet th a t is applied to W hiting. This was 
in 1895 when this method of filing tariffs was 
in common use. 


Now let us see in w hat way the intending 
shipper of oil could be misled and deceived by 
the fact th a t the Chicago & E astern Illinois 
had not filed a 'rate reading from \\ biting. 
Commissioner Smith contends th a t “conceal­ 
m ent is the only motive for such a circuitous 
arrangem ent,” i. e., th at this method of filing 
th e ra te was intended to mislead intending 
competitors of the Standard Oil 
Company. 
Suppose such a prospective oil refiner had ap­ 
plied to the In terstate Commerce Commission 
for the rate from Chicago to E ast St. Louis 
over the .Chicago & E astern Illinois, he would, 
have been informed th at the only rat,e filed 
with the commission by this com pany was 6Vi 
cents, from Dolton, and he would have been 
further informed, if indeed ho did not know 
this already, that this rate applied throughout 
Chicago territory. So th a t w hether lie wished 
to locate his plant at W hiting, or anyw here 
else about Chicago, u n d e r an arrangem ent of 
long standing, and which applies to all the in­ 
dustrial towns in the neighborhood of Chica­ 
go, he could have his freight delivered over 
the Belt Line to the Chicago & E astern Illi­ 
nois at Dolton and transported to E ast St. 
Louis at a rate of 614 cents. W here then is 
the concealment which the Commissioner of 
Corporations m akes so much of? Any rate— 
from Dolton on the E astern Illinois or Chap­ 
pell on the Alton, or H arvey an the Illinois 
Central, or Blue Island on the Rock Island, 
applies throughout Chicago territory to ship­ 
m ents from any other point in the district. 
So far from the E astern Illinois filing its rate 
from Dolton in order to deceive the shipper, 
it is the Commissioner of Corporations who 
either betrays his gross ignorance of transpor­ 
tation custom s in Chicago territory or relies 
on the public ignorance of these customs to 
deceive the public too apt to accept unques­ 
tioningly every statem ent m ade by a Govern­ 
m ent official as necessarily true, although, as 
in the present instance, a careful examination 
shows these statem ents to be false. 


The final point made by P resid en t Moffett 
th at other commodities of a character sim ilar 
to oil w ere carried at much lower rates than 
IS cents, the Commissioner of Corporations 
discusses only with the rem ark th at “the 
‘reasonableness’ of this rate is not in question. 
The question is w hether this ra te constituted 
a discrim ination as against other shippers of 
oil,” and he also m akes m uch of the failure of 
President Moffett to produce before the grand 
jury evidence of the alleged illegal acts of 
wrhich the Standard Oil official said th a t other 


large shippers in the territory had been guilty. 
Considering the tact that these shippers in­ 
cluded the packers and elevator men of Chi­ 
cago the action of tho grand jury in. calling 
upon President Moffett to furnish evidence of 
their wrong-doing may be interpreted as a de­ 
mand for an^elaboratior. of the obvious; but 
the fact th a t a ra te b o o k containing these 
freight fates for other shippers was offered in 
evidence during the trial and ruled out by 
Judge Landis, was kept out of sight. Presi­ 
dent Moffett would not, of course, accept the 
invitation of tho grand jury although he might 
have been pardoned if he had refereed them 
to various official investigations by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission and other de­ 
partm ents of the Government. 
We come back, therefore, to the conclusion 
of the whole m atter, which is th a t the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana was fined 
an 
am ount equal to seven or eight tim es the val­ 
ue of its entire property, because its traffic 
departm ent did not verify the statem ent of 
the Alton ra te clerk, th at the six-cent commod­ 
ity rate on oil had been properly filed with tho 
In terstate Commerce Commission. There is no 
evidence, and none was introduced at the trial, 
th at any shipper of oil from Chicago territory 
had been interfered with by the 18-cent rate 
nor that the failure of the Alton to file its six- 
cent rate had resulted in any discrim ination 
against any independent shipper,—we m ust 
take this on the word of the Commissioner 
of Corporations and of Judge Landis, N either 
is it denied even by Mr. Smith that the “inde­ 
pendent” shipper of oil, whom he pictures as 
being driven out of business by this discrim ­ 
ination of the Alton, could have shipped all 
the oil he desired to ship from W hiting via 
Dolton over the lines of tho Chicago & E ast­ 
ern Illinois to E ast St. Louis. In short, Presi­ 
dent Moffett’s defence is still good, arid we 
predict will be so declared by the higher court. 
T he Standard Oil Company has been charged 
with all m anner of crim es and m isdem eanors. 
Beginning with the famous Rice of M arietta, 
passing down to th a t apostle of popular liber­ 
ties, Henry D em arest Lloyd, with his W ealth 
A gainst the Commonwealtlq descending by 
easy stages to Miss Tarbell's offensive person­ 
alities, we finally reach th e nether depths of 
unfair and baseless m isrepresentation in the 
report of the Commissioner of Corporations. 
T he Standard has been charged with every 
form of commercial piracy and with m ost of 
the crim es on the corporation calendar. A fter 
long years of strenuous attack, under tho 
leadership of the P resident of 
the 
United 
States, the corporation is a t last dragged to 
the bar of justice to answ er for its misdoings. 
The whole strength of the Government is di­ 
rected against it, and at last, we are told, the 
Standard Oil Company is to pay the penalty of 
its crimes, and it is finally convicted of hav­ 
ing failed to verify the statem ent of a rate 
clerk and is forthw ith fined a prodigious sum, 
measured by the car. U nder tho old crim inal 
law, the theft of property w orth more than a 
shilling was punishable by death. U nder the 
interpretation of the Interstate C om m erce law 
by Theodore Roosevelt and Judge K enesaw 
Landis, a technical erro r of a traffic official is 
m ade the excuse for the confiscation of a vast 
am ount of property#

Gambling iii metal is done by means 
of buying and .selling warrants, these 
In big tho notes for specified quanti 
ties of metal held in stock. 
J he basis of the gambling is that iii 
many businesses it is often necessary 
to buy ahead large quantities of metal. 
When things are slack large stocks ac­ 
cumulate. while as soon as things be­ 
come more brisk the metal is taken out 
of the stores. 
An immense amount of gambling is 
done in connection with “pig,” ns°pig 
iron is popularly known. Warrants for 
pig are made out in units of 500 tons, 
aud payment is made for the warrants 
once a month. Should a man really 
want 500 tons of pig iron he obtains a 
warrant which authorizes him to take 
500 tans out of store, and he will be re­ 
quired to pay for the metal within 
the month. 
•Supposing a man buys in the expec­ 
tation that lie will be able to sell the 
pig iron at a higher price thau i3 ruling. 
be buys warrants according to his 
means, and he has a month for things 
to mature. Should the price of pig go 
up during the month he is able to sell 
his ba i ga in to another man, and he 
pockets the difference, although ho 
has never laid down any money in real 
coin. 
Should things go wrong with him 
and prices go down. then he is obliged 
to paj the difference between the price 
at which he bought the pig and the 
price at which he is able to sell it, and 
bo Le sustains a loss.-London An­ 
swers.
